Ibe Introduction ot Indian Corn Meal 


In Germany. 


Oct. 
15. — Secretary 


Jusk is in receipt of a communication 
:rom Col. C. J. Murphy, a special agent 
n Bnrope on behalf of the maize in- 
dustry. Col. Murphy proceeded to Ber- 
in by the secretary'* instructions a 
short time ago, in order to take advan- 
tage of the present shortage in the 
cereal crops of Europe by presenting to 
the attention of the German people and 
government the importance and value 
of American Indian corn as a cheap 
and nutritious substitute for other 
cereal foods. Col. Murphy writes most 
encouragingly, reporting his cordial re- 
ception by Minister Fhelps and the 
readiness of that gentleman to for- 
ward his mission; and further states 
that be has been able to produce 
bread composed in part of rye and 
part of corn which has been highly 
commended by all those to whom sam- 
ples have been submitted as a most 
satisfactory substitute for the ordinary 
rye bread in general use among certain 
classes in Germany, and this at a cost, 
based on the present price of rye flour 
and co.-u meal in Germany, greatly in- 
ferior to the cost of the bread made ex- 
clusively of rye Hour and now retailed 
in that city. 
.Should special conces- 


sions in the matter of tariff duties be 
secured from the German government 
on maiise, the outlook for a large in- 
crease in our exports of that product to 
Germany would, in the opinion of Col. 
Murphy, be most promising.

rescue was begun. All the physicians 
ami surgeons of tho neighborhood were 
summoned. The bodies of two men 
w ere taken out shortly thereafter. 


All the hotels and public buildings of 


the little town were at once thrown 
open and turned into hospitals, the 
wounded being removed as rapidly as 
possible.

The Story of the Only Survivor—The 


Captain and Crew of the 111-Fated 


Vessel Too Drunk to Save Them- 


selves— A Terrible Experience. 


Not the City of Borne. 


MONTREAL, Can., Oct. 14.—It is be- 


lieved here that the steamer lost off 
the banks of Newfoundland in not the 
Anchor Line steamer City at Home, 
but a vessel of similar name which 
sailed from here October?. 


MONTREAL, Can., Oct. t4.—The vessel 


wrecked off the banks is a cattle 
steamer sailing from this port. Forty- 
two persons were drowned. 


ST. JOHNS, N. F., Oct. 14.—A sailor 


named John Brennau arrived at Tepas- 
sey to-day and tells the following story: 
He was one of crew of forty-five of the 
steamer City of Home, commanded by 
Capu John Thomas Nelly, which left 
Montreal, on October 7, for Dundee, 
with 575 cattle and a lot of flour and 
maize. The steamer, he says, was 
totally wrecked on Monday night at 
Marine Cove, St. Mary's bay. The cap- 
tain, crew and officers were all drunk 
and could not save themselves. He 
was thrown on the rocks, and after a 
terrible night's experience was rescued 
by a man named Lundrigan, on Tues- 
day morning. All the others were 
lost. Brennan tells a pitiful tale of the 
struggles of the crew and of the cattle 
in their efforts to save themselves.

A TKRBIBIiK ACCIDENT. 


Fatal Explosion of a Locomotive Boiler 


at St. Paul. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Oct, 15.—Shortly 


before 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon a 
terrible explosion rent the air at tho 
shops of the Chicago, St. Paul & Kan- 
sas City Railway Co. at South park. 
As soon as the smoke and noise bad 
subsided agonizing groans were heard 
in the debris of the wreck, which told 
too plainly that several human beings 
were victims of the casualty. The em- 
ployes in the shops had been repairing 
an old engine, ani having completed the 
work, decided to test the boiler yester- 
day afternoon. Doubtless too much 
steam was put on, for the boiler ex- 
ploded with terrible force and eleven 
persons were Injured, three of them 
probably fatally. 
Five of the victims 


were terribly 
mutilated, 
and were 


picked up unconscious. 
The others 


were quite badly inlured. and taken to 
their homua. The three who are fa- 
tally injured were conveyed by a spe- 
cial train to the Union depot and taken 
to St. Joseph's hospital. 


L. F. Newton, a clerk In the com- 


pany's office, who was an eyewitness 
of the accident, said: "The engine had 
just been brought out of the shops, 
Hostler May being in charge. Sud- 
denly the explosion occurred, and I saw 
May shoot up in the air and come down 
beliind some freight cars, 60 feet aw.iy. 
Clancy, who was standing near, was 
thrown two car lengths away. 
The 


explosion tore the fire box out and 
ripped open the right side of tho-boiler. 
The boiler head was blown 100 feet 
away and through the machine shop 
door."

The attendance at tha session this 


morning was good. The Union was not 
called to order for an tour after the time 
fixed by tbe programme.

•caused by several concurrent reasons, the 


committee to which had bean referred 
tte mat'te"r of a change ot name for the 
Union acd also other matters. At the 
meeting ot this committee the question 
of disoontinning the Union arose, oat ot 
the fact that several eooietiea have with- 
drawn or disbanded. Col Smith oame 
bafore the committee- and offered some 
suggestions on the line that to encceed, 
tasks must be put upon members. They 
most be made to feel, through the law of 
courtly and the beat interests of the 
Union, that whatever is assigned them 
must be accomplished. In addition he 
said that, should it be resolved to dis- 
band, of coarse, it must be <J1 right; but, 
in his npinion, if the Union cannot have 
ten cities, it should go on with six, and 
even four. 
Prof. Pattison followed on 


the sams line. As the committee was 
preparing its report the Union was called 
to order, and MM. George D. Chaftee, of 
Shelbyville, sacg a beautiful selection. 
She rendered this so woll that she waa 
recalled, and in response sung again. 


The secretary made a report. Among 


other things of itnportanoa reported the 
secretary said: "The Lincoln society is in 
good condition and doing good work; 
the Bloomington society has made great 
progress during the year; the Champaign 
society has been working well; the Jack- 
sonville society holds monthly meetings, 
having B, topic for each month in the 
year, and will hold an art exhibition in 
November, and that tbe Decatur art olaes 
has bad a profitable year, many import- 
ant ^subjects having been discussed and 
important'lectures delivered before the 
class. 


Alias Clara McChord, ot Lincoln, read 


an esaay. Her subject was "A Fane: A 
Stndy." The essayist told the story o.' 
the Monk who conceived tbe plan and 
the beauty of the Temple of Cologne but 
whose conception was an inspiration 
wnicb the world and its wealth failed to 
recogu z">, and until 600 years had passed 
the temple of the Monk was not built. 
From this foundation she painted a 
beautiful picture of what art in fact IF, 
concluding that the real owner of art is 
not ha iwhose dollars have given him 
possession, but he who conceived it and 
in who£e consciousness the genius of art 
sat enthroned. The beauty of holiness 
is the holiness of beauty. 


After the essay was concluded the com-

THe Ball Fixed at $1,000—Hunter's 


Arrest Will Follow. 


All readers of the BKPUBtrcAS will re- 


call the published evidence and circum- 
stances in connection with the celebrated 
Ml. Zion election fraud case of last April

place to deprive D. C. Davidson, Repub- 
lican, of his seat in the Macon county 
board ot supervisors.
